Conference  had  nearly  proved  a  failure,  by  the  almost 
total  fadiire  of  preachers  to  alleinl  it.  It  is  in  Ihe  .Mo¬ 
hawk  River  Association.  Urs.  Kihhe  and  Hathaway 
I  were  absent  at  the  U.  S.  Coioeotioii — Ur.  Skinner,  I 
hvlii've,  was  busy  about  some  matters  at  home,  and  Ur.  i 
Hicks  faithriilly  attended,  llioiigh  at  a  late  hour.  Ofj 
preachers  out  of  the  Association,  none  had  been  relied, 
on  with  any  rnnfidt'iice,  I  heheve,  except  Ur.  Soule  ami 
and  myself.  1  was  absent  m  Uoston,  and  Ur.  Smde  if 
he  went  iniist  have  gone  a!one,  and  borne  the  entile  e.\- . 
pense  (about  ^.'l.OO)  out  of  bis  own  pocket.  He  did  : 
not  feel  it  his  duly  to  do  that — especially  as  il  was  not  in 
bis  own  Association ;  and  so,  at  a  late  hour,  after  con¬ 
siderable  hesilalion,  he  gave  up  the  idea  of  going.  Had 
I  been  at  borne  we  would  probably  have  gone  together,  I!

Rr.  Grosli — Our  Conference  has  been  lieM,  and  |j

and  10  o’clock  of  the  first  ihiy  the  people  began  loj. 
collect,  so  that  by  the  lime  of  the  usual  commence- 1 
ment  of  services,  a  respectable  congregation  bad  | 
assetnbled — but  no  preacher.  The  reason  we  could 
not  divine;  but  we  waited,  expecting  every  too- j, 
mem  that  some  one  w’ould  arrive ;  and  in  tins  way  ; 
time  slipped  along  until  near  one  o’clock.  Matty  , 
of  the  people  getting  <|uite  impatient,  we  then  con- 
eluded  it  best  to  have  an  ititertiiission  of  uti  hour,  in 
w  liieti  time  probably  some  minister  might  arrive, ' 
and  we  could  take  some  refreshments  attd  be  ready  I 
for  afternoon  services,  should  one  arrive.  j 

Rut  we  collected  again  after  dinner — and  still  no 
preacher.  Some  almost  began  to  murmur;  bad 
they  not  been  Unicersalists,  1  should  have  expected 
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tnuch  more  of  it.  Finally  some  began  to  starUijr 
home;  but  otiicrs  not  willing  to  give  up  so,  bavino 
come  from  10  to  15  mile.s,  urged  me  into  liie  desk^ 
without  the  lea^t  preparation.  I  relm  taiitly  coiii- 
meneed  the  setviees,  that  I  might  keep  tlie  peuplc 
together  a  liitle  longer;  (i»r  I  still  had  luqie  t[,a, 
some  preacher  would  yet  aiiive.  I  acted  iV,,,,, 
spur  of  the  moment;  and  as  I  always  speak  exiein 
poratieously,  I  had  tiothing  [irepared  more  than 
would  he  suggested  liy  the  oecj;sion,  at  tin;  moment 
of  .speaking.  Rut  Isueceedeil  beyond  mytX|)ccta- 
lions,  and  kepi  the  people  together  the  best  part  of 
tin  hour;  hut  I  had  one  iiivaliiahle  help,  that  was 
excellent  singing.
